Washington, Fob. 3.—For the first 
time In the history of the government 
the vice president of the United States 
exercised his constitutional preroga-! 
tive of casting a vote to break ties in 
connection with three successive roll 
calls in the senate. 
By the first of 
these votes he saved from impending 
defeat the ocean mail or ship subsidy I 
bill and by the third forced an ad-) 
journm ent of the senate on a vote hav­ 
ing direct bearing on the resolution 
looking to the election of senators by 
direct vote of the people. 
The vote on the passage of the sub­ 
sidy bill, both in committee of the 
whole and in the senate proper, stood 
39 to 39, and on adjournment 37 to 37. 
On all three occasions the vice presi­ 
dent voted in the affirmative. 
Another notable occurrence in con­ 
nection with the vote on the subsidy 
bill was the absence of the new Dem­ 
ocratic senator from West Virginia, 
Clarence Wayland Watson, who had 
taken his seat early in the day as the 
successor to Senator Elkins. 
Mr. Watson was in the senate cham­ 
ber for only a few moments during 
the session and voted on only one roll 
call. 
After casting this vote he dis­ 
appeared and when the next ballot 
was taken Mr. Scott, his Republican 
colleague, announced Mr. 
W atson’s 
absence, saying he was away “on im­ 
portant business.” 


Democratic Senator Absent. 


The result on this roil call was not 
so close as to render material the 
presence or absence of any senator 
and no notice was taken of the fact 
that Mr. Watson wras not in attend­ 
ance. 
Only a few senators gave heed 
to Mr. Scott’s announcement and they 
laughed good naturedly over it. Their 
enjoyment, if significant, passed with­ 
out explanation, and by most senators 
was attributed to the failure of a new 
senator to embrace his first oppor­ 
tunity to make a record. 
After the result became known the 
opponents of the bill, including all of 
the Democrats, realized Mr. W atson’s 
absence had prevented the defeat of 
the bills 
He was the only Democrat 
present during any of the rail calls 
whose vote was not cast against the 
measure. 
When, in accordance with the previ­ 
ous agreement, the subsidy bill was 
laid before the senate at 2 o’clock, Sen­ 
ator Gailiiiger presented a substitute 
for the entire measure as originally in­ 
troduced, 
The first bill granted a 
bounty only to American built vessels 
plying from American ports to the 
southern half of South America, but 
the substitute extended it to the Phil­ 
ippines, Japan, China and Australia,

committee on rules to report a resolu­ 
tion providing for their consideration | 
The house committee on agriculture 
took a fling at the Ballinger-Pinchot 
affair. 
The report of the three fac 
tions of the Nelson committee on in­ 
quiry w’ere referred to the agricultural 
committee some weeks ago. The com­ 
mittee decided it had no jurisdiction 
in the case on the ground it was asked , 
to report on the conclusions of a body 1 
created by congress. 
The committee 
thereupon passed a resolution asking 
the house to discharge it from further > 
consideration of the three reports, one 
of which exonerates Mr. Ballinger, an­ 
other condemning him, and the third, 
prepared by the Democrats, urging the 
president to dismiss him from the 
cabinet. 
The case thus comes before t 
the house and takes its place on one 
of the calendars. 
Just who will call up this question 1 
'or action is not known at present.' 
Members of the committee on inquiry 
are not interested and will have noth­ 
ing to do with the movement that has 
been started to direct the attention of 
the rules committee to the case. 
Rep­ 
resentative Madison, the Kansas pro­ 
gressive, and Representative Jam es of 
Kentucky, who were members of the 
inquiry 
committee, 
insist

house shall endorse one of the reports 
submitted to it.

A majority of the Republicans have 
no further interest in the controversy , 
between Ballinger and Pinchot.

Deposits Increase Enormously 


Ooring Past Year.

St. Paul, Feb. 3.—The state banks 
of Minnesota have $17,000,000 more re­ 
sources now than they had a year ago, 
according to a statement issued by 
Kelsey 
S. Chase, 
superintendent of 
banks. There are 696 banks under his 
jurisdiction now as compared with 648 
a year ago. 
The increase in number,

stock, briugs the total increase in cap­ 
ital stork of state banks to $861,000 
for the year.

banks Jan. 7. 1911, was $123,964,688, 
of which $95,500,000 consisted of loans

NORTH DAKOTA COAL OUTPUT 


Bulletin for 1909 Shows 412,205 Short 
Tons, Valued at $632,184. 
Washington, Feb. 3.—The geological 
survey has issued a brief bulletin on 
North Dakota lignite, bringing the fig­ 
ures down to, and including, the year 
1909. 
The totals for 1910 are not yet 
available. 
The 1909 figures show sub­ 
stantial progress made in the utiliza­ 
tion of lignite in the state. 
The total 
production of it in 1908 was 320,742 
short tons, valued at $522,118, as com­ 
pared with a total production of 412,- 
205 short tons, valued at $632,184, in 
1909. 
The bulletin calls atenttion to the 1 
uses to which lignite is put in North 
Dakota, such as brick making. 
The number of men employed in the 
lignite mines 
of North Dakota 
in- j 
creased from 631 in 1908 to 972 in 
1909 and the average production per 
man decreased from 508 to 424 tons, 
the apparent decrease In efficiency be­ 
ing due In the main to the number of 
men employed in new development 
work. 


Wesleyan University Receives $50,000 
From Rockefeller Fund. 
Mitchell, S. D., Feb. 3.—Dakota Wes­ 
leyan university of this city was sr* 
lected as one of the ten colleges of 
the country to receive an award from 
the Rockefeller educational fund and 
President Kerfoot has received word 
tjiat the board has awarded $50,000 to 
the university. This sum is to become 
a part of the $250,000 endowment that 
the institution is raising. 
The condition under which the $50,- 
000 is given is that $150,000 is to be 
invested and preserved inviolably for 
an endowment fund and that $100,000 
may be used for the erection of the 
science hall and gymnasium.
